REEDOM BELONGS to the in- 

dividual, and no system that de- 

nies this can possibly win and 
retain the support of enlightened 
thinkers. Intelligence vetoes slav- 
ery, which always results from ob- 
securing that eternal freedom which 
ia vital and real. Stephen and Paul 
did not hesitate before adverse pop- 
ular opinion or misguided human 
authority when there was an urgent 
need to voice the truth. In the 
Christian Science textboook, 
“Seience and Health with Key to 
the Scriptures,” Mary Baker Eddy 
says (p. 224): “Truth brings the 
elements of liberty. On its banner 
is the Soul-inspired motto, ‘Slavery 
is abolished.’ The power of God 
brings deliverance to the captive. 
No power can withstand divine 
Love.” 

It is an old argument of error 
that tyranny is justified because it 
works to bring about good for the 
majority, that it will procure order- 
liness and peace, end warring fac- 
tions, fulfill all practical needs, 
weld into unity elements that ap- 
pear discordant and erratic. Such 
a belief, manifesting itself in a 
form of government which denies 
individual freedom of thought, 
speech, and action, may appear for 
a time to improve material condi- 
tions by checking license and other 
abuses which prey on individual 
rights. But the core of tyranny is 
its seeming power to produce a 
semblance of obedience through 
fear, instead of through intelligent 
self-discipline, and the basis upon 
which it rests cannot be made 
sound by over-zealous eloquence. 
Tyranny rejects spiritual values, 
without which existence is a mean- 
ingless dream. Devoid of reality, 
lacking the divine attributes which 
erisure the continuity of all right 
idecs, its pretense to power falls 
before the law of God. 

. Ged is omnipotent, omnipresent, 
oraniscicnt, and omniactive, govern- 
ing all His children through spirit- 
ual law. This divine law can be 
understood and demonstrated by 


all, tor tneir mutual good. ‘There is 
nothing in mortal belief that can 
intervene between God and His cre- 
ation, including man made in His 
likeness, who is wholly good. 

Even though this truth may be 
obscured for a time, it will stand in 
spite of all efforts of evil to erase 
it. Man cannot be separated from 
God, the cause of his being, the 
source of all real existence. Soon or 


- late, every mortal will awake from 


the dream of separation from God, 
good, to hear and respond to the 
call of Love. Then will Principle 
and its reflection be understood as 
existing in everlasting harmony; 
and Love’s likeness will be seen as 
eternally loving. Truth will “sweep 
away the refuge of lies, and the 
waters shall overflow the hiding 
place” (Isaiah 28:17). ... 

Let us, therefore, seek and main- 
tain the true sense of government 
that manifests the unalterable re- 
lationship existing between God and 
man; and let us not violate it by 
interposing a command to worship 


» the idols of human will. Individuals 


must be free to offer their sole alle- 
giance to God. The dawn of His day 
appears; the “bright and morning 
star’ (Revelation 22:16) is seen as 
the coming of the Christ, Truth. 
The effect of this spiritual dawning 
on human thought, bringing hope 
and healing to men, is shown in the 
life and works of Christ Jesus.... 

Right thinking individuals are 
united in the prayerful effort to see 
true freedom and law as divine at- 
tributes, and to claim their benefits 
for all. Mankind must gain a fuller 
understanding of the First Com- 
mandment, “Thou shalt have no 
other gods before me” (Exodus 
20:3), for obedience to it brings 
about the destruction of all evil. 
Then, like John the Revelator, all 
the people shall hear “a great voice 
out of heaven saying, Behold, the 
tabernacle of God is with men, and 
he will dwell with them, and they 
shall be his people, and God him- 
self shall be with them, and be their

British Radium Institute 


Operates From Deep Cave 
LONDON. — A deep cave in the 
Derbyshire hills, safe from bomb- 
ing attacks, is the depository for a 
supply of radium used 
treatment at the Christie hospital 
and Holt Radium institute of Man- 
chester, it was announced. The cave 
has been fitted up as a laboratory. 
In view of the fact that a direct 


hit on a supply of this p erful ele- 
ment would make the yimediate 
neighborhood uninhabitable, the hos- 


pital authorities buried the radium 


in a 50-foot shaft in the hospital | 


grounds. Later a member of the 
hospital board loaned his country 


house in a safety area away from , 


Manchester for cancer treatments 
for the duration of the war. Then 
the radium, in solution, was trans- 
ferred to the cave. 

In the cave the radium solution is 
prepared for use and then taken 
to the temporary hospital on the es- 
tate.

Find Most Powerful Germ 
Killer in Garden Soil 


PHILADELPHIA.—You can go out 
in your back yard and dig up mate- 
rial for the most powerful germ- 
killer known to science, according 
to a Franklin institute micro-biolo- 
gist. 

The new drug was described as a 
gray, powdered substance derived 
from harmless vegetable micro-or- 
ganisms found in the ordinary gar- 
den soil. But it can kill hosts of 
virulent, disease-causing bacteria, 
such as pneumococci, streptococci, 
staphylococci and anthrax, Dr. J 
C Hoogerheide, of the institute re- 
| vealed. 

Dr Hoogerheide isolated the drug, 
known only as H1, after three years’ 
work in the institute’s biochemical 
research foundation. 

Institute spokesmen stressed the 
, fact that Hl has not been tried in- 
| ternally om human patients pend- 
| ing further research. One physi- 
| cian reported, however, that he 
| used solutions of the new drug to 
| clear up infected wounds and treat 
| cases of gangrene.

Of the total, 112 were 
issued for prospecting in Lewis and 
Clark county where Last Chance 
Gulch attracted thousands of gold 
seekers in the last century. 

Although providing only for pros- 
pecting, the permits give holders 
preference in mining leases should 
they strike ‘‘color.”’

ing by Justus von Liebig, according 
to a bulletin issued here by the 
Middle West Soil Improvement com- 
mittee. 

“Toiling with crude implements in 
his makeshift laboratory at Giessen, 
Germany, in 1840,’’ says the bulletin, 
“Liebig pioneered the way for an 
epochal advancement in farming 
methods. His experiments proved 
that plants get carbon, hydrogen and 
oxygen from the air, while they 
must depend on the soil for nitro- 
gen, phosphoric acid, potash and 
other elements. 

“He learned that while the supply 
of elements from the air is in- 
exhaustible, the plant food resources 
of the soil are limited and must be 
replenished if fertility is to be main- 
tained. He analyzed the ashes of 
various crops and discovered what 
elements they remove from the soil 
in their growth. He prepared ar- 
tificial manures—the forerunners of 
modern, commercial fertilizers— 
containing essential mineral sub- 
stances, and carried out extensive 
experiments on a 10-acre plot near 
his laboratory. 

“Before Liebig’s discovery, the 
science of agronomy was still in the 
dark ages. On the basis of the facts 
he established, the modern fertilizer 


industry came into existence. In 
this country the production of mixed 
fertilizer first began in 1850. Ten | 
years later, production amounted to | 
about 20,000 tons Today farmers | 
in the United States use nearly 
8,000,000 tons of fertilizer annually. 


“Knowledge of the soil and its 
needs has grown tremendously since 
Liebig’s time. Today modern facili- 
ties make it possible for agrono- 
mists at state agricultural calleges, 


or county agents, to make tests of 


a farmer’s soil which reveal its re- 
quirements of nitrogen, phosphoric 
acid and potash.
